SIR, 


Have already informed you, that the Magilbrates of Geneva ordered 
Calvin to extract fevera! Propoficions out of Servetus’s Book , enti- 
tuiled Chriftiani(mi Reftitutio. Purfuans to that Order , Calvin went 

immediately about it, and reduced thofe Propofitions to XXKVIAIL. Ar- 
ticles. The Title prefixed to them runs thus. “ Sententiz, vel Propo- 
“ fitiones, excerpta ex Libris Michaelis Serveti, quas Miniftri Ecclehz 
“ Genevenfis partim impias, & in Deum blafphemas ; partim profanis 
“ erroribus 8 deliriis vale effe aflerunt ; omnes veroa Verbo Dei & 
“ Orthodoxz Ecclefiz confenfu prosfus alienas ”. 
Thofe Propofitions have been pristed among Calvin’s Theological 
Tra&s; and therefore, Sir, I necd.pot give you an Account of them. 
i thall only obferve that Calwin might hhaveleft out fome , that are far 
from being fo heretical as others, . 
Servetus anfwered chofe Articles; and his Anfwer may be feen likewife 
among the Tratts above-mennioned. Jt begins thus. “‘ Eam fibi jam 
“-anthoritatem arrogat Calvious, ut inftar Magiftrorum Sorbomicorum 
“ Arcioulos fcribat, & quidem pro fua dibidine damnet, nullam penitus 
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“ ey Sacris adducens rationem. Mentem, meam ipfe aut plane non in- 
“ telligit, aut callide alio detorquet. Unde eogor fcopum meum totum 
“ hic paucis proponere, ac pro me rationes adducere, antequam fingulis 
“* ejus Articulis refpondeam. % 

“ Scopus meus totus fuit quod nomen hoc Filias in facris literis proprie 
“ eribuatur homini filio, idque femper, ficut eidem proprie femper tri- 
“ tuitur nomen Fefus, & nomen Chriftu. « Ad hujus probationem adduxi 
“ omnes Scripture locos, in quibus ponitur ea vox Filiws, que femper 
“* fumitur pro homine filio. Nullum dico in Evangeliis poffe inveniri 
“ locum, in quo ponatur ea vox Filius , que non accipiatur pro homine 
 filio. Siigitur Scriptura ita femper accipit, ita & nos femper accipere 
** oportet. 


“ Secundam Perfonam in Deitate dixi olim diétam Perfonam, eo quod 


“ effet Perfonalis Reprzfentatio hominis Jefu_Chrifti, hypoftatice jam 
 olim in Deo fubfiftentis, ac in ipfa Deitate vifibiliter relucentis. Quia 
** vero hac Perfonz ratio eft Calvino incognita, 8& quia inde res fere to- 
ta pendet, locos his ex antiquis Ecclefie Do¢toribus adducam ”. 

Here Servetws quotes feveral Pafflages out of Tertullian, St. Irenaeus , and 
the Recognitions falfly afcribed to St. Clement ; and then adds ; 

“ Jam ad fingulos Calvini Articulos refpondere fuperett. 

* In ipfo cum primis titulo mirari fubir hominis impudentiam , qui fe 
“ Orthodoxum predicet, cum fit Simonis Magi difcipulus (Servetus meant 
“ that Calvin was a xealous Affertor of the Dottrine of Predeftination) ut in A- 
** pologia mea jam evidenter oftendi. Quis Orthodoxum dicat Miniftrum 
“ Ecclefiz, accufatorem criminalem & homicidam ? | 

I fhould have been guilty of a great Omiffion, had I not inferted this 
Paflage of Servetus, fince it contains the Subftance of his Herefy, deli- 
vered in his own Words. He proceeds, in the next place, to anfwer the 
feveral Articles of Calvin ; for which I refer you, Sir, to the Book above- 
mentioned. 

Servet us’s An{wer was very fhort. Calvin made a Reply *, confifting of 
ewenty four Pagesin Folio, written in a pretty large Letter, and entitu- 
led: Brevis Ref utatio errerum impietatum Michaelis Serveti a Miniftris Ec~ 
clefie Genevenfis magnifico Senatui, ficuti juffi fuerant, oblata. 

That Reply is written with great Art, and plainly fhews that Calvin 
was a Man of excellent Parts. He concludes that Piece with thefe Words. 
- Quifquis ergo vere & prudenter reputabit, huncilli'( Serveto:) fcopum 
Z fuiffe agnoicet, ut luce fanz do@rinz extinéta totam religionem ever- 

teret . This Accufation appears to:me'altogether groundlefs. Who- 
éver undertakes to overthrow all Religion, has no Religion at all ;. but 
the reading of Serwetus’s Works, and his:;whole Condué, are fufficient to 








He Is has been inferted among ft Calvin's Works. See his Confut ation of Servetus, 
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convince any one, that he was fully perfuaded of the Truth of the Reve- 
lation. He was an Heretick, extremely fond of his new Doétrine ; he 
maintained his Opinions with great Heat ; he was very imprudent, and 
ufed the moft offenfive Words ; he behaved himfelf like a Madman in his 
Confinement. Such was the Character of Servetus; but I think it can- 
not be faid with any fhew of Reafon, that he defigned to deftroy all Re- 
ligion. 

or hat Phyfician made no Anfwer to Ca/vin’s Reply , being contented 
to write fome Notes in the Margin of that Writing, and to infert feveral © 
injurious Words between the Lines, viz. Mentiris (a). Simo Magus. Im- 
poftor. Sycophanta. Nebulo. Perfidus. lmpudens, Ridiculas mus. Cacoda- 
mon. &c. One of the marginal Notes was expreffed in thefe Words : 
In caufa tam jufta fum conftans, & mortem nibil formido, 

Calvin’s Reply was figned by him, and Thirteen other Divines ; which 
moved Servetus to write the following Words next to their Sub{criptions, 
© Haétenus (b) eft fatis conclamatum, & magna fubfcribentium hic tur- 
* ba. Sed quos locos ifti adducunt ad ftatuendum invifibilem iflum, & 
“ realiter diftin@tum Filium, quem afferunt? Nullos fane adducunt, nec 
* adducent unquam. Hoc decebat tantos eloquii divini miniftros, 
** qui & ubisue jaétant fe nihil velle docere, quod non fit folidis Scriptu- 
“ re locis dethonftratum. ‘At nullitales loci nunc inveniuntur. Impro- 
bata eft igitur do&trina mea folis clamoribus, ratione vero nulla, autho- 
** ritate nulla. . , 

Michael Servetus fubfcribit, folus hic quidem , fed qui Chriftum 
“ habet Protectorem certiffimum ”. 

At the very fame time ‘Servetus fent a Latin Letter (c) to Calvin, (I 
think they are the laft Lines-he wric,) wherein he accufes him of not 
knowing the Principles of Things, of being ignorant of this great Prin- 
ciple, Omnis aétio i per contattum, Laftly, he fays that Calvin maintains 
without any Reafon, that the Law of the Decalogue is ftill in force. 

Tho Servetus was a Man of ‘a fiery Temper , I can hardly believe he 
would have been fo imprudent as'to abufe Calvin in the moft fhameful 
manner, whilft he was under Confinement, had he not been advifed to it 
by fome Enemies of that Reformer. The thing appears to me undenia- 
ble’; and I fhall quote Three Paffages that will put it out of all douwbr. 
1. I find thefe: Words in a Letter of Calvin to William Farel, dated Offo- 
ber 26. “© Cafar (d) comicus ( one of the Magiffrates, whom he calls fo ) {i-

It appears from this Paffage that the Magiftrate , call d Cafar comicus by 
Calvin, was a Friend of Servetus, and ufed his utmoft Endeavours to fave 
his Life. ”Tis not improbable that the Council of Two Hundred would 
have acquitted that Heretick. 2. Here follows a fecond Paflage out of 
Calvin's Life (a) written by Beza. “ Fuit autem horum omnium ( certa- 
‘© minum) ifte exitus, ut tandem perditusille (Servetus) (cui etiam factio- 
“ forum (4) unus tum Pratoris Affeffor in aurem infufurraffe quiddam 
“ credebatur, quo malum perditi hominis animum obfirmaret) a vana il- 
Ia fua confidentia proditus, impietatis & infinicarum blafphemiarum ex 
‘© omnium etiam Helveticarum Ecclefiarum fenrentia damnatus, XX VILE. 
“ O€ob. nullo edico poenirentiz figno infoelix vivus cremaretur”. 3. I 
have found under this Paflage of Beza, in the Edition mention’d by me 
in the Margin, a Note written by a Minifter (c) of Geneva in the XVIth 
Century, and expreffed in thefe Words. “ Accepi a certo homine non 
** defuifle tum ex precipuis juris dicundi Prefe@is, qui ut malum animum 
** inCalvinum per Hifpanum reum exererent, auctores effent reo, ut 
** atrocia queque in Calvinum proferret, quod hoc ipfum,apnd certos 
* gratiofiorem redditurum effec: [lum autem abreptum a malo fpiricu 
“ blafphemias profudiffe in Domini Noftri veritatem atrociores ; unde 
* fibi ipfe tanto certius periculum certe Dei judicio conflaverit ”. 

Ic plainly appears from thefe three Paflages, that Servetus was fet againft 
Calvin by fome confiderable Men of Geneva, They made him believe 
they would fave his Life ; but ic appeared by the Event that it was not 
intheir Power. Iam apt to think that Servetus would have made a better 
Defence by word of Mouth and in Writing, had he not been fupported 
by Calvin’s Enemies. 


The Magiftrates of Geneva, being fenfible that the Trial of that Phy- 
fician was a thing of the highett Confequence, did not think fit to give 
Sentence, without confulting the Magiftrates of the Proteftant Cantons 
of Swifferland, They fent to them Servetus’s Book printed at Vienne, and 
alfo the Writings of Calvin, and the Prifoner’s Anfwers ; and at the fame 
time defired to have the Opinion of their Divines about that Affair. 

The Magiftrates of Zurich an{wered that they had confulted their Mi- 
nifters ; and intreated the Council of Geneva to oppofe ftrenuoufly Ser-

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werns’s Herefy. “* Being (a) fully perfuaded, ( fay they) thae you will not 
“ fyffer the wicked Intention of your Prifoner to have its Effet, fince ie 
‘* is altogether contrary to the Chriftian Religion, and occafions a great 
“ Scandal”. Their Letter is dated Ofober 2. The Zurich-Divines ex- 
preffed themfelves more fully. “* We (6) are of Opinion (fey they) that 
‘© great Diligence ought to be ufed againft him (Serverws) ; efpecially 
“ fince our Churches are fufpeéted of Herefy , in Foreign Countries , 
© and of favouring Hereticks. The Divine Providence has therefore 
** afforded us an Opportunity of clearing our felves from fuch a Sufpici- 
“ on, if you take ‘care to prevent the turrher fpreading of that Man’s 
“ neftiferous Doé&rine. We do not doubt, but that you will doit. May 
“* the Lord Jefus beftow upon you Wifdom and Courage, and fhew you 
** the right way of doing his Will, ta rhe Glory of his Name, and the; 
“ Prefervation of the Church, and the Chriftian Faich”. This Letter. 
bears the fame Date. 

The Council of Schafbaufen anfwered the 6th of Ofober , That they: 
had referred the Examination of that Affair to their Minifters, whofe 
Opinion they might know by their Letter. Thofe Divines, having ex- 
prefled their Abhorrence for Servetus’s Errors, conclude with thefe Words. 
* Nor (c) do we doubt, but that, through your great Prudence, you will 
“© oppofe his Defign, and hinder his Blafphemies from preying any longer 
““ upon the Members of Chrift. For to pretend to anfwer his Extrava- 
* gancies by long Arguments, would be adting madly with a Madman”. 
They add, That they fubfcribe to the Judgment of the Zurich Divines. 

As for what concerns the Magiftrates of Ba/fil , they anfwered in a few. 
Words, that they had left that Affair to the Confideration of their Di- 
vines. Their Anfwer is dated Ofober 12. “The Minifters of Bafl, in a 
Letter bearing the fame Date , ceftify their Abhorrence for Serwetws’s He-

“¢ Endeavours to reclaim him, provided the Scandal he has occafioned 
“ may be removed. But if he continues to be incurable, let him be fo

reftrained, (as it is your’ Duty, and according to the Power you have 
“€ received from the Lord ), that, for the time to come, he may do no 
“© Harm to the Church of Chrift, left the End fhould prove worfe than 
“ the Beginning. Tothat End, the Lord himfelf will give you his Spi- 
“ ritj!and Strength, and Wifdom, oc. bes 
The Magiftrates of Berne anfwered, That they had confulted their Di- 
vines, and defired the Magiftrates of Geneva to prevent the Progrefs of 
Errors. ‘© We (4) defire you, ( fay they), not doubting that you are in- 
“ clined to it, to take care that fuch Errors, or the like, be not fowed in 
“ the Church of Jefus Chrift our only Saviour; by which means you 
“ will preferve her from Trouble and Adverfity , and promote the Glo- 
“* ry of God(c). ‘The Minifters of Berne expreffed themfelves in thefe 
Words: * We (d) pray God, that he would be pleafed to give you the 
Spirit of Prudence, Wifdom, and Courage, that you may remove 
* this Evil not only from your.own Church, but alfo from all others, and. 
“ do nothing that is unworthy of Chriftian Magiftrates”. That Letter 
is only dated in the Year 1553 (¢). 10/4 
When Servetus was imprifoned , Calvin writ a Letter ( the 20th of «Au-' 
gujt) to his Friend: William Farel, Minifter of the Church of Neufchatel,

* forwe don’t know yet what Reafon moved him-to come hither. He 

‘€ has been difcovered, and I have been of Opinion that he fhould be 

‘ orrefted. He is, profecuted by Nicolas (de Ja Fontaine), who brought the 

next day Forty.(2) Heads. of Accufation againft him. At firft he va- 

ried in his Anfwers ;.and therefore .b was fent for to Court, He 

abufed me, as if I had been his Inferior. I have treated him, as he 

“© deferves. At laft the Magiftrates~have declared that all the Articles 

“ have beet? proved againft him. «Nicolas was fet at Liberty. three Days 

 ofter; and on the Fourth he was acquitted, my Brother being Security 

“ for him. I hope Servetas will be condemned to Death ; but I 

with the Severity of the Punifhment may be foftened. 

Farel an{wered Calvin in a..Letter dated Odfober 8. “ Tis a wonderful 
Providence, (ays be). that Servetus fiould. come to. Geneva. 1 wifh he 

may repent, tho never folate. It will be a mighty ee , if he dies 

a true Penitent, undergoing but one Death , tho he deferves to die a 

thoufand times ; and if he endeavours to edify the Spe@ators, having 

made it his Bufinefs to pervert many People that are dead, and others 

that are ftill living, and even thofe that fhall be born hereafter, The: 
Judges muft be very cruel, and perfect Enemies of Chrift and his 
Church, ifethey, are not affected wich the horrid. Blafpemies with 
which that pernicious Heretick attacks the Divine Majefty , and en- 
déavours to overthrow the Gofpel, and to corrupt all the Churches. 
But I hope that thofe, who are commended for inflicting a juft Punifh- 
ment upon Thieves and facrilegeous Perfons, will do their Duty in this 
Cafe, by taking off a Man, who has fo long and fo obftinately 
perfifted in his Herefy, and undone fo many People. In defiring that 
the Severity of the Punifhment fhould be moderated , you act the Part 

of a Friend towards a Man, whois your great-Enemy. But I befeech 
you to. behave your felf in fuch a manner, that no one may be fo bold 
for the time to. come as to publifh new Doétrines, and occafion fo much 

Difturbance, as this Man hasdone(b)”. It appears from this Paflage 

that Fare/ was.a violent Divine ; which is alrogether contrary to the Spi- 
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utdignus erat, eumexcepi. Tandem pronunciavit Senatus capita omnia probataeffe. Di- 
miffus eft e carcere Nicolaus die tertio, cum fratrem meum fponforem dediffer, quarto ab- 
folutus eft.
